Pair Bent On Robbery Flee

An attack for the purpose of rob- 
bery upon William Day, aged pen- 
sioner who resides on the Coloma 
road, on Thursday afternoon, 
aroused the feelings of residents of 
the Gold Hill district Friday morn- 
ing as word of the affair spread 
through the community. 

Sheriff George M. Smith said Fri- 
day morning that no report of the 
affair had been made to his office 
up to that time. 

It was learned from neighbors of 
Mr. Day, who resides alone in a 
cabin about three or four miles 
from Placerville, that two men en- 
tered his cabin and attempted to 
rob him Thursday afternoon, short- 
ly after tne bus carrying children 
home to Coloma from the high 
school had passed the spot. This 
circumstance is pointed out by way 
of fixing the time of the attack, 
rather than for any otner reason. 

One of the assailants held him 
while the other started through his 
pockets, obtaining a small amount 
of change. 

Apparently, according to the re- 
ports, either Mr. Day put up more 
of a fight than was expected or the 
two were frightened away for some 
other reason, for they did not com- 
plete the search of his clothing. 

As they left the cabin, Mr. Day 
obtained his shot-gun and fired one 
shot after them as they fled along 
the highway in the direction of Co- 
loma. However, it does not appear 
that the shot took effect. 

Some residents of the section sur- 
pect that the assailants had a car 
parked out of sight further along the 
highway.

POSEN, Poland, (Copyright 1938 
by United Press)—The family of 17 
old Herschel Grynszpan was 
located in a small town near here 
today, working in the fields. 

They were the indirect, unknow- 
ing cause of the violent anti-Semi- 
tic campaign in Germany and of 
the $400,000,000 fine levied on Ger- 
man Jews. Herschel, in Paris, heard 
that his family had been expelled 
fron Germany and he assassinated 
the German diplomat, Ernst Vom 
Rath. 

David Grynszpan, the father of 
fields where he and other Polish 
Jews expelled from Germany, eke 
out an existence.

Sicitiat Sees Second Ice Age 
Engulfing United States 


By CAPEL 


OBERLIN. O.. Dr. Paul B. Sears, 
professor of botany in Orlin Col- 
lege, reveals the past and predicts 
the future from pollen in mud from 
the bottom of northern Ohio bogs—— 
mud sometimes still cold from the 
ice of 10.000 years ago. 

With a special tube which the 
doctor designed himself. specimens 
of the‘mud are taken from depths 
ranging to 40 feet. 

“Going down a foot, is roughly 
speaking, going back 300 years,” Dr. 
Sears said. ‘“‘We strike bottom at be- 
tween 35 and 40 feet usually. That 
means going back 10,000 to 12,000 
years—when the great glaciers re- 
treated from the Great Lakes re- 
gion.” 

The mud contains pollen which 
fell to the bottom of Lake Erie from 
nearby vegetation. For thousands of 
years the pottom of the lake built

up. until today, where the scientist 
takes his samples, there no longer is 
a lake—only a greyish-brown bog. 

“My findings indicate that the cli- 
mate here gradually is changing to- 
ward a colder, moister atmosphere, 
where eventually may lead to an- 
other ice age,” Sears said. “We once 
believed that the great glaciers re- 
treated from 100,000 to 150,000 years 
ago, but now we know that their re- 
treat was much more recent.” 

The pollen is embalmed in the 
mud, and by examining it under a 
microscope it is possible to deter- 
mine just what type of vegetation 
grew upon the shores of the lakes. 
From the type of vegetation the na- 
ture of the climate is indicated. 

Dr. Sears, working with his peat 
sampler at Camden Lake near here, 
pulled up a tube of gray mar! from

| Voorsanger of San Francisco re- 
cently in laying emphasis on the 
need for prompt and generous sup- 
port of the 1938 Christmas Seal Sale 
new in progress. 


“Heart disease, cancer, nephritis 
and cerebral hemorrhage cause 
mor» ceaihs than tuberculosis, but 


nearly two-thirds of these deaths 
occur after the age of sixty. Tuber- 
culosis takes its toll during the 
early years of life, among school 
children and young men and wo- 
men.” continued Dr. Voorsanger, a 
director of the California Tubercu- 
losis Association. 

“As the years before forty-five 
are the most productive, it is easy 
to see that the economic loss to the 
state due to deaths and _ illnesses 
from tuberculosis is great.
